Disease Maoat Puv;;enl In Damp

Waeather, Caused by Worm In
Chick's Windplipe.

(By MRE. JOHUN J., MOORL, Missourh)

A. most common disease among
echickens and one which causes groat
leea In the summer s gapes, Thia
didease, which is most provalent in
cool, damp wenther, is caused by
worms, which get in the young chick's
windpipe, causing It to gasp for breath
and if not diglodged, shutting off its
supply of alr,

Sometimes the worm can be twisted
out with horsehair, but this is a
severe remedy and other worms may
teke ita plnce

The following {a a preventative and
will check the trouble at once:

Obtain the leaves of the common
woodworm, sometimes called Jerusa-
lem oak, a plant which grows wild in
most plases, having an erect shrub-
bery stem and small, yellowish How-
erg, Its leaves when crushed have
an unpleasant odor and are used in
tho manufacture of vermifuge and to
protect clothing and furniture from
moths and other inseets,

Mash the leaves and mix in a small
